IN MEDICAL EXPERIMENTS? 


Frankfort, Germany, Editor Sued for 
Libel for Charging They Were In- 
oculated Just as Rabbits Are. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN, June 8.— 
The trial of Karl Wassman, editor of a local 
newspaper, began here today on a charge of 
libeling the city council and the physicians 
of the city hospital by charging that the 
latter experimented witb salvarsan on wom- 
en of the underworld. 

Herr Wassman on the stand reiterated his 
charges. He testified that the physicians of | 
the city hospital forcibly inoculated women 
of the underworld with salvarsan and used 
them as experiments the same as if they 
were rabbits. Fifteen of them, he said, had 
died. Wassman declared that it costs $1 to 
prepare a pound of salvarsan, while the 
manufacturers charge $2,000 for the same 
quantity. 

Addressing the presiding judge, Herr Wass- 
man said:

LONDON, June 8.—" Let them die,“ is bo- 
coming a rather popular slogan in connec- 
tion with the hunger striking ” suffragists 
since the public has become so resentful of 
the actions of the militant women. 

It was reported today that the government 
had decided to take a step in this direction 
by introducing legislation to indemnify the 
prison authorities against the consequences 
of allowing suffragists to starve themselves 
to death while in prison. | 

The Evening Standard today interviewed 
a number of prominent people, including 
clergymen, on the subject and all of the lat- 
ter who are quoted express themselves in 
favor of the proposal. 


. Vaughan Says Let Them Die. 

Father Bernard Vaughan, brother of the 
late Cardinal Vaughan, replied: 

There would be nothing ethically wrong 
in letting them die. Let them start at once 
and make up for lost time.” 

The Rev. Arthur Waldron, vicar of St. 
Matthew’s, Brixton. said: 

“If the women refuse food, they should be 
allowed to die.” 

The Rev. Richard Free, vicar of St. Clem- 
ent’s, Fulham, replied: 

I think the suggestion good. I have advo- 
cated it for many months.” 

Willoughby Dickinson, a Liberal member 
of parliament, Lady Cowdray, and Lady 
Muir-Mackengzie, dismissed the suggestion as 
preposterous. 

The guardians of ancient structures in all 
parts of the country have adopted the most 
stringent precautions to protect the buildings 
against the vandalism of the suffragists. 
Guns and dogs have been requisitioned for 
this service. 

Two armed men with rifies and accom- 
panied by two bulldogs have been placed on 
guard in the grounds of the historic priory 
at Christchurch, Hampshire, which dates 
from the twelfth century. 

New Appeals to King. 

Another demonstration by a militant suf- 
ragist in the presence of King George and 
Queen Mary was carried out, at the Inter- 
national Horse Show at Olympia this after- 
noon. Their majesties had hardly taken 
their seats when a young woman rose in the 
stalls opposite and in a shrill voice screamed 
denunciations of the forcible feeding. The 
police pounced upon her immediately, but the 


woman fought wildly, and her ejection from 


the building was effected only after a flerce 
struggle. 

Later in the day two women at opposite 
ends of the arena harrangued the royal box 
and made appeals to the king to stop forcible 
feeding.

BRANDES SURPRISED AT CHECK

O far only about 700 employers have 
filed notice with the board that they 
prefer to take chances with damage suits. 
Meanwhile members of the board estimate 
that there are at least 20,000 employers in 
the hazardous class who have not filed no- 
tice of their refusal to accept the act, and 
who are, therefore, whether they know it 

or not, governed by its provisions. 
Outside of the various governments and 


employers in the so-called hazardous class, . 


it is necessary for other employers to ac- 
cept the act in writing if thepwish to have 
accidents in their plants handled under its 
provisions. About 700 such employers 
have sent in their acceptances. 

Many of the biggest employers of labor 
in the state, such as the great stockyards 
packing houses, the International Har- 
vester company, and the Illinois Steel com- 
pany, have already accepted. The rail- 
roads which do an interstate business are 
fighting to prevent being forced to accept 
the act, and a decision in a test case which 
will settle this point is expected at the 
present session of the Supreme court.

ip each case, when an employer elects to 

accept the act, the board requires him to 
give satisfactory security that he is finan- 
cially responsible, so that injured employés 
who may secure awards against him may 
be certain of getting their money. This 
may be done by filing a bond, submitting a 
sworn financial statement, taking out a 
blanket policy of accident insurance cover- 
ing all the employés, or in any other way 
satisfactory to the board. In more than 80 
per cent of the cases this provision is com- 
plied with by taking out insurance.

In no case 
shall such a pension amount to less than 
$10 a month.

Former Massachusetts Execu- 
tive Talks on Needs of 
State Department. 


BEFORE MEMBERS OF BAR 


Believes Youth of Nation Should 
Be Trained for Foreign 
Service. 


Conditions which compelled an American 
minister in a European capital to reside in 
a two room suite above a livery stable were 
described last night before the Chicago Bar 
association by former Gov. Curtis Guild of 
Massachusetts. Mr. Guild drew compari- 
‘ons showing the contrast in efficiency be- 
tween foreign diplomatic and consular serv- 
joes and that of the United States. 

“We call ourselves a republic and yet we 
restrict the privilege of representing this 
country to the world among a smal! group 
ef rich men's sons,“ he said. Under the 
system which hae grown up, or rather failed 
to grow up, only a nich man’s son can now 
accept the position of secretary to a lega- 
tion. This is un-American and contrary to 
every principle upon which the republic is 
found 

As a means of correcting these conditions 
Mr. Guild advocated the establishment of 
a national school for the education and train- 
ing of men for the diplomatic and consular 
gervice. His topic was “ The Modernization 
ef the State Department.” 


Reforms Are Urged. 


Foreign Countries Train Envoys. 

Mr. Gould urged the following reforms: 

1. A permanent basis of appointment and 
promotion as in the army and navy. opening, 
as in other countries, the diplomatic and 
consular service as a life career. 

2. Remuneration on a scale permitting 
the expenditure requisite for the adequate 
fulfillment of the demands of the post as- 
signed. 

3. The acquisition as permanent property 
of the United States in foreign cities of ap- 
propriate. buildings for consular and diplo- 
matic work. 

4. Aa national school, modeled on West 
Point and Annapolis and like them open to 
the youth of the whole nation through ap- 
pointment by senators or congressmen or 
both. 

5: The establishment, as far as possible, of 


American centers in foreign cities and where 


possible the consolidation in foreign cities 
of the diplomatic, consular, military, and 
naval offices under one roof. 


Diplomacy Gains More than Wara. 

“It is an international proverb,” said Mr. 
Guild, “that Russia has gained more by 
diplomacy than she has lostin war. Diplo- 
macy today is an honest attempt to do busi- 
ness with results. The assumption that ly- 
ing or deceit ie necessary is not merely 
nonsense born of ignorance, but an insult 
to the memories of Franklin, Dana, Adams, 
Lowell, Hay, and every honorable name that 
has shone in our foreign service. 

“You give the American soldier in war 
the finest education in the world in his pro- 
fasion. You make it open to any American 
boy. Why should you deny similar privi- 
leges to the man who fights your battles of 
peace? Why should not the soldier on the 
fring line to prevent war be given an equal 
chance? Why should not any American boy, 
rich or poor, be given the chance to a career 
that may find its climax in defending the 
claims of his country at the proudest court 
in the world? 

“It is the universal custom abroad that 
a young man may enter the diplomatic 
service of his country as a career, exactly 
as in our country he enters the army or 
navy. He then works his way slowly up 
the ladder with every possible incentive 
ahead of him in the way, not only of pro- 
motion, but of decorations and improved pay 
if he does well.“ 

The speaker favored the creation of an 
office of permanent under secretary of state, 
the holder to exercise the same functions 
as the chief of sta flexercises in the war de- 
partment. The salaries of American diplo- 
mats, from secretaries to ambassadors, are 
“notoriously far below their needs,“ he said. 
He pointed ou that an American representa- 
tive must mingle with foreign dip! smats out- 
side of his office hours to be of any great 
service to his country.

Carl Person, a labor editor indicted tor the 
slaying of Tony Musser, former chief of po- 
lice of Clinton, III., is making a fight for his 
liberty in Chicago. A decision on a habeas 
action before Judge Walker, sitting in Crimi- 
nal court, seeking release on bonds pending 
trial is expected today. 

Testimony of a number of the witnesses 
who appeared before the grand jury in De 
Witt county following the shooting of Musser 
by Person, Dec. 80, 1913, was introduced yes- 
terday. The witnesses’ statements tended to 
substantiate Person’s charge that he was 
decoyed out and beaten by Musser. 

The efforts of Frank Comerford, counsel 
for Person, to gain a hearing before Judge 
Walker were vigorously opposed by Special 
Prosecutor Herrick of De Witt county. Out- 
lining his facta, Comerford declared he 
would prove that Musser said he would 
“get” Person, that Musser went to a 
saloon, called Person out by a decoy mes- 
sage, went to a cigar store and hada clerk 
point out Person, then waylaid and slugged 
him.

WINS VERDICT AGAINST AVIATOR 


Charles 0. Patton Awarded $1,488 
After Horace P. Wild Is Accused 
of “Throwing Him Down.” 


Charles O. Patton yesterday won a verdict 
for $1,488 in a suit against Horace P. Wild, 
the aviator, for breach of contract. Patton 
avers they formed an exhibition company 
in 1912. Patton testified before the jury in 
Municipal Judge Fisher’s court that he had 
paid $1,500 covering Wild’s expenses abroad 
and that the flyer “ threw him down.”

Estranged Wife of Chicago 
Broker Fears Cancer and 
Kills Herself.

NINE YEARS OF SILENCE. 


Lived in Same House Without 
Speaking, Then Agreed 
to Separate. 


Mrs. A. G. Purcell, wife of Charles A. Pure 
cell, a Chicago broker, committed suicide by 
inhaling gas in Los Angeles yesterday. 

She left a note saying fear of death from 
cancer—the disease that caused the death of 
her father, Dr. W. C. Gray, former editor of 
The Interior—caused her to end her life, 

A will in which she bequeathed her prop- 
erty to her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Hilda Pur- 
cell, was opened soon after her death. She 
left $1 to her husband. 


Death Records Divorce Decree. 

The death of Mrs. Purcell entered the final 
decree in a courtiess divorce which Mr. Pur- 
cell and his wife granted each other nine 
years ago. For years the husband and the 
wife had lived in the same house and eaten 
at the same table without speaking a word 
to each other. 

Finally the silence became monotonous, 
and they drew up an agreement to separate. 
Each agreed not to get a divorce. Thesmall 
bequest to her husband in her will, therefore, 
was not surprising. 

However, Mr. Purcell, who was at 309 Bon- 
nie Brae, in River Forest, said he would take 
charge of the burial. 

In a letter to our daughter-in-law,” Mr. 
Purcell said, ‘‘ she made a request that her 
body be cremata1. I shall comply with the 

request.” 


Agreement Shielded Mother. 

The separation agreement was unusual. 
In the contract it was stipulated that Mr. 
Purcell! was to retain the residence in River 
Forest in return for the income from $45,000 
and $5,000 in cash. In the same document 
Mrs. Purcell agreed not to make public 
charges against her mother, Mrs. Grey. 

Mrs. Purcell was not liked by her own 
family. At the time of the separation mem- 
bers of the Gray family saia vo one in the 
world ebuld live with her.” Mr. Purcell 
agreed that he couldn't. 

She repeatedly made the assertion that her 
mother had destroyed her home and had 
destroyed her husband's affection for her. 
Mr. Purcell denied that statement and said 
his wife's nature and conduct caused the

Omit One Important Item. 

ft will be seen that the program does not 
gontain a measure for the control of water 
power sites on navigable rivers. This omis- 
gon is due to the failure of Secretary Garri- 
gon of the war department and Representa- 
tive Adamson of Georgia, chairman of the 
house committee on interstate and foreign 
gmmerce, to reach an agreement on the 
principles involved. 

Congressman Adamson is strongly in fa- 
gor of state’s rights, and does not want to 
grengthen the provisions of the general 
dam act, under which water power sites 
dave been given away gratis to the power 
trust in the past.

Bill a Progressive Measure. 

The Ferris water power bill for the public 
domain and national forests is regarded 
asanextremely progressive measure. It pro- 
vides that the sites sb be leased to pri- 
vate concerns, but that he government shall 
retain full control over them, particularly 
as to the manner in which they are de- 
veloped and as to the prices charged for the 
power developed. The bill has been indorsed 
by conservationists. 

The Alaska bill provides for the leasing

are to be worked, however, under the strict- 
et government supervision to prevent waste. 
The leases are to be let subject to bids, to 
prevent favoritism. Every bidder must com- 
ply with the regulations of the interior de- 
partment.

Britten Bill Assails Speechmak- 
ing by Officials. 


PROVIDES TERM IN PRISON. 


With War Facing U. 8., Chicagoan 
Says Secretary Should Stay on Job. 


Washington, D. C., June 8.—Secretary 
Bryan's lecture tours cropped up tn the house 
again today when Representative Britten of 
Illinois, Republican, introduced a bill to make 
it a penal offense for any cabinet officer, head 
or clerk of a government department to loo- 
ture for pay, other than actual hotel and 
traveling expenses, and to prohibit senators 
or representatives from lecturing for pay 
while congress is in session. Offenders would 
be fined $10,000 or imprisoned for two years 
or suffer both penalties. 

Mr. Britten launched a broadside in a state- 
ment accompanying his bill in which he 
spared no political party, and included Sen- 
ator La Follette and Representative Mur- 
dock. 


Held Up Bill’s Introduction, 

“This bill,” he said, was prepared last 
September but was not introduced when 
Secretary Bryan formally declared that he 
would lecture no more during the period. 
The recent announcement from Philadelphia 
that several members of congress and the 
distinguished secretary of state had signed 
contracts for a period of lectures beginning 
July 1 is responsible for my bill. 

“I am at a loss to understand how the sec- 
retary can consistently leave his office when 
a state of war practically exists between this 
country and Mexico and the foreign policy of 
our government is being laughed at by every 
civilized nation on earth. 


No Time for Bryan Hike. 

“This certainly is no time for Mr. Bryan 
to be hiking around the country doing one 
night stands with Tyrolean yodlers, contor- 
tionists, and sleight of hand artists, and Iam 
equally opposed to members of congress 
doing this sort of thing when congress is in 
session. 

The Philadelphia announcement declared 
that Secretary Bryan, Senator La Follette, 
and Congressman Murdock had signed con- 
tracts for lectures, beginning July 1. 

Speaker Clark last year canceled con- 
tracts at a loss, to him, of $10,000 on account 
of his aversion to being away from congress. 
I purpose to ask the house judiciary commit- 
tee for a hearing with a view to some action 
along this line.“ 


FIRST OCEAN LINER PASSES 
GATUN LOCKS WITHOUT HITCH. 


Steamer Alliance Gets Honor—Test of 
Electric Towing Locomotives Proves 
Their Worth. 


PANAMA, June 8—The first passage 
through the Gatun locks by an ocean liner 
was successfully carried out today by the 
Panama railroad steamship Alliance, a vessel 
of 4,000 tons. 

The trip was made a test of the working of 
the electric towing locomotives in handling a 
large vessel. The operation passed off with- 
out an incident, the time required being about

one hour and a half each way. 
A large crowd of spectators witnessed the 
vessel's passage. 


CRITICISE SUEZ MANAGEMENT. 

PARIS, June 8.—Criticism of the manage- 
ment of the Suez canal was uttered for the 
first time in years at the annual meeting 10 
day when the usual 33 per cent dividend was 
declared. Some shareholders demanded to 
know why the amount was not larger. 

Charles Jonnart, former French foreign 
minister, now president of the company, said 
the Suez canal tolls had been reduced by 10 
cents a ton to meet the rates fixed for Pan- 
ama. He declared, however, that the Panama 
canal would have little effect on the Suez 
canal.

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TAFT ASSERTS SOCIALISM 
IS DUE TO FAIL AT PRESENT.

Former President Declares Mankind 
Must Reach Higher Level Before 
Propaganda Can Succeed. 


— 


New Harmony, Ind, June 8.—Reasons for 
the failure of experiments in socialism were 
discussed by William H. Taft today in an 
address delivered at the centennial celebra- 
tion of the founding of New Harmony. This 
town probably is the most famous of places 
in the United States where the exponents 
of socialistic and community ideas tried to 
prove the practical value of their theories. 
The former president outlined the history of 
these experiments here and drew his conclu- 
sions. 

The most notablé experiment at New 
Harmony, he said, that of Robert Owen. 
failed, as all socialise must fall, because it 
found no substitute for the motive essential 
to arouse and make constant human effort 
that is furnished by the institution of privat: 
property and the shaping of reward by com- 
petition and natural economic adjustment. 

Until men are perfect beings, he continued, 
socialism must either constitute a tyranny 
eo rigid as to destroy not only the right of 
liberty and to interfere with the pursuit of 
happiness, or it must be a failure.

ME. AGUGLIA, the ardent Sicilian 
whose impetuous histrionism has dis- 
turbed most of the world’s capitals, 
seems to be in need of identification 
to the playgoers of these parts. 

The audience at the Comedy last evening 
was small enough to be pathetia <A score or 
two of her compatriots were present, with 
some others, and these were fervid in their 
edmiration of her. But it was not at all the 
Gemonstration to be expected from a com- 
munity so blessed, as this is, with “move- 
ments calculated to extend and improve the 
dramatic sky line. It was the heat, no doubt, 
as it was the cold some years ago when the 
sad Dusé looked out over empty chairs at the 
Grand.

However, those in attendance hed a good 
time watching this fiery peasant lady proceed 
through the frisky vulgarities of “Zaza.” it 
is a showy bit of claptrap composed by Messrs. 
Berton and Simon especially to exhibit Rejane 
in the sham sentimentalities and tantrums 
of a third rate Cyprienne. Consequently Mme. 
Agugliia elected to play as Rejane played; not 
in imitation, of course, but after the same 
pattern. Mrs. Carter essayed the role once, 
after it had been Belascoed and provided with 
clean finger nails and other elegant but inept 
minutia of the cabaret toilet. That was a 
very sleek affair and it was popular. The one 
of last evening was different,

A wart, rather hefty little person, badly 
made up, with rifts in her lip rouge, and moist, 
wiry curls dangling over penetrating eyes, and 
@ face of extreme vivacity is Mme Aguglia. 
Her yellow dancer’s stockings are wrinkled;

A myriad of glances and motions 
illustrate the character and inclination of this 
slovenly Calypso, and even the unfortunate re- 
viewers, sitting, baffied at the celerity of the 
dialogue and “business,” are moved to expres- 
sions of approbation.

Methodists to Build Loop 
Churchand Office Building 


HE building of a million dollar skyscraper 
for the First Methodist Episcopal church 
at North Clark and West Washington 
streets, which has often been discussed 
in church gatherings and in the press, is 

to become a reality within the next two years, 
according to statements made yesterday before 
the Methodist ministers’ meeting in the 
Gunther building, 1020 South Wabash avenue, 
by E. R. Graham. 

Mr. Graham is the Chicago head of the 
Methodist Book concern, and his statements 
before the preachers’ meeting were the first 
official statements of the action of the book 
committee which met in New York on April 15, 

“ Representations,” Mr. Graham said, “ were 
made before the book committee by the trustees 
of First church, Chicago, that the Methodist 
block would certainly be built before the ex- 
piration of our lease on the Gunther building, 


which expires in 1916. 
—— 


“The book committee thereupon authorized 
the leasing of enough of the new building to 
provide for a book store and for the general 
offices of the denomination. 

“In addition the committee authorized the 
expenditure of $100,000 for the purchase of a 
site outside of the center af the retail trade 
district for the purpose of printing and manu- 
facture, and a sum sufficient, not tq exceed 
$100,000, for the erection of a suitable build- 
ing.“ 
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Oak Park Club Faction Explains. 


The hot weather last night didn't interfere 
with the pre@lection campaign in the Oak Park 
club. While the little groups from the two 
opposing factions argued intensely, others 
floated torrid roorbacks about the clubrooms. 

The present administration, headed by Presi- 
dent Allen S. Ray, was attacked because invita- 
tions to nonmembers for the social functions 
of the club were refused. Those who favor 
outsiders at the dances issued the following 
statement last night: 

“Our position has been misquoted in con- 
nection with the election of the Oak Park club. 
Instead of coming to the members’ committee, 
the opposition kindly volunteered to say what 
we stood for. Naturally they failed to reflect 
accurately the principles at issue. Fifty young 
women have practically been legislated out of 
the club. The wives of members dine down, 
stairs, but by themselves. They dine upstairs 
on Saturday nights. 

“The yearly fund alloted to the ladies aux- 
iliary was compromised and proved a discour- 
agement to women's activities. Naturally many 
women resent the discrimination against them. 

“There are many things that the woman take 
exceptions to in the matter of proper entertain- 
ment. A circular was issued by two members 
of the ladies auxiliary indorsing the action of 
the present men's board. Seven members of 
the ladies’ board did not sign it. A circular 
setting forth our position asserts that the 
absence of seven signatures is stronger than 
the indorsement of the administration by two 
members. These are only incidents to the real 
issue. The question is shall the Oak Park club 
remain a family club or shall it be gradually 
legislated into a men’s club?” 

The foregoing statement was issued by the 
membership committee and was telephoned to 
Tan TRIBUNE by Dr. S. S. Needham.

But we will keep the children of the widow 
in our day nursery while she is working; we 
shall teach the girl in the office or the shop 
domestic science and sewing to fit her for her 
destiny; we shall assist the girl in the limited 
home to go on with her art and music at the 
settlement. 

“For boys and men there will be an employ- 
ment bureau and places for their recreation 
and enjoyment. The insanitary dwelling, the 
neglected child, the victim of the loan shark, 
the quack doctor, and the pettifogging lawyer 
will receive our attention. The settlement 
house will throw the light of publicity on per- 
sons who take advantage over the poor.”

Haverford college, the historic school near 
Philadelphia, feunded by the Quakers in 
colonial times, is to confer the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of laws upon an artist recently 
associated with vaudeville. David Bispham, 
who ‘has just concluded an engagement at the 
Palace, and who was a member of the Metro- 
politan opera a decade ago, is the artist to be 
awarded thig distinguished recognition. 

The degree of doctor of laws never has been 
conferred upon a singer or upon any repres :ta- 
tive of the stage in this country. Mr. Bispham’s 
position in the art is marked not alone by the 
many successes in opera and in concert that 
have been earned during a long career, but 
by the energetic propaganda which he has con- 
ducted during the last decade in behalf of the 
native American musician and for the use of 
the English language in opera and in song re- 
eital. 

He attributes the recognition about to be 
bestowed upon him by his alma mater chiefly to 
the patriotic service which he has performed, 
and believes that it ie in line with the general 
trend of the times.

Sir Thomas Lipton Wants to 
Win Without Any Favors, 


CHALLENGER IS TESTED. 


Designer Nicholson Enthusiastic Over 
Yacht’s Prospects. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, June 8.—Either extreme confi- 
dence or some ulterior soreness undoubtedly 
was responsible for the announcement which 
Sir Thomas Lipton made to newspaper cor 
respondents this afternoon. The Lriah sporte- 
man said: 

J propose to sail Shamrock IV. to New 
York. I do not propose to ask the New 
York Yacht club for any further favors; that 
is, I will not request the privilege of towing 
the Shamrock. I shall sail the challenger 
across. If she sinks, well and good; but if 
she wins, she will win without any conces- 
sions, and the American public will grant me 
the honor of having won without any sympa- 
thetic violation of the deed of gift or through 
any favors.”’ 

Designer Takes Measurements. 

Designer Nicholson took advantage of the 
fact that Shamrock IV. did not go out for 
any test race in Southampton waters to tow the 
challenger into smoother water close to South- 
ampton drydock in ordér to obtain exact waterline 
measurements. He told Ihe Tribune corre- 
spondent who is watching the yacht's trials that 
the sail stretching tests of Saturday were thor- 
oughly satisfactory in the matter of the chal- 
lenger’s ability in a stiff breeze. He added that 
what he wants now is a light breeze to see what 
the new boat will do under conditions which may 
prevail at Sandy Hook during some of the races. 

Ona point which is constantly being discussed is 
whether or not it will be advisable to give or to 
take time allowance. It is evident that Designer 
Nicholson has up his sleeve the possibilities of 
either obtaining or giving time allowance and 
it will not be until after an exhaustive series of

Nicholson Has High Hopes. 

Nicholson frankly told the correspondent that 
if the challenger was unable to beat the old Sham- 
rock it would be useless to send it across the 
ocean, but when he said this there was a twinkle 
in his eye and it was evident that he believes 
that he has got the goods this time.

Supplementing glowing reports from 
the wheat producing centers of the country, 
the government crop report for June, issued

The forecast for this enormous harvest is 
based on present conditions. Should the 
present promise be maintained until the crop 
is harvested, a period of about a month for 
the late states, the total yield may exceed 
ponsiderably the government June estimate. 

The total estimated yield is 137,000,000 
bushels in excess of the record harvest of 
fast year.

Wilson Displeased at Senate 
Amendment Stating Our 
“Right to Exempt.” 


WILL SIGN IT ANYWAY? 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 8.—[Special.J— 
President Wilson indicated today he is dis- 
pleased at the proposed action of the senate 
to amend the tolls repeal bill by adding a 
declaration that the United States does not 
surrencer any rignt that it has to exempt 
American vessels from paying tolls. 
Although his manner in discussing the 
subject with callers at the White House 
today left some doubt as to whether he would 
gign the repeal measure, his friends are 
confident that he will accept the amended 
bill, despite his dissatisfaction. 
The amendment referred to by the presi- 
dent is known as the Simmons-Norris com- 
promise amendment. It was drafted by Sen- 
ator Simmons and urged upon the president 
for acceptance when it became doubtful that 
the administration leaders in the senate 
could win the straight repeal originally de- 
manded by the president in his special mes- 
sage to congress. 

Asked “Ungrudging” Support. 

The president in his message had declared 
that unless the congress expressed its con- 
fidence in him in “ ungrudging measure he 
would not know how to manage certain mat- 
ters of delicate concern in our foreign rela- 
tions, 

Mr. Wilson frankly admitted today that 
in inserting the declaration referred to in 
the repeal bill the senate would fail to ex- 
press the measure of confidence he had asked 
for. 

It was learned, however, that Mr. Wilson 
does not regard the change as vital to the 
purpose of the measure which is to bring 
about the repeal of the tolls exemption 
clause. 

In connection with the president's original 
statement that he would not know how.to 
act in regard to certain delicate international 
questions, Senator Smith of Michigan made 
the interesting assertion today that the presi- 
dent had in mind the strained relations with 
Japan. The president himself never has 
disclosed in deail what he meant. 

In the course of debate in the senate today 
Senator Sutherland of Utah, a Republican, 
denounced the Simmons amendment as a 
sham." He asserted that it was faulty be- 
cause of its failure to assert without equivo- 
cation that the United States has a right 
to require the payment of tolls, or exempt 
shipping from the payment of tolls. 


Sutherland Substitute. 

Mr. Sutherland objected to the negative 
assertion” of the Simmons amendment and 
offered a substitute, as follows: 

„Provided, That nothing herein shall be 
comsidered as denying or abridging the right 
of the United States to discriminate in favor 
of the ships of commerce of ite citizens in re- 
epects of the coditions or charges of traffic 
which may be imposed for the use of the 
Panama canal, but on the contrary such 
right is hereby reasserted.”

ROOSEVELT ENTRY 
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Strength to Proposed 
Measures. 


Will Be Opposed and More 
Competition De- 
manded. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

| Washington, D. C., June 8.—{Special. ]— 
The movement to enact anti-trust legisia- 
tion in the senate that will produce adequate 
regulation of big busineas” without be- 
coming a means of oppression of “ little 
business took definite shape today. 

This issue, which has been brought sud- 
denly to the fore by the action of the Demo- 
cratic majority of the senate interstate com- 
merce committee in recommending the pas- 
sage of the federal trade commission bill. is 
one of the first which the dominant party in 
the upper house will be called upon to face 
when the anti-trust program is considered. 

Senator Cummins of Iowa will iead the 
fight for the amendment of the trade com- 
mission bill, 80 as to strike directly at the 
practices of dig business which breed 
monopoly and the restraint of trade. He 
will be supported by a majority of the Re- 
publican senators and a group of Progressive 
Democrats, whose dissatisfaction with the 
measure reported by the committee on Sat- 
urday is causing the administration leaders 
grave concern. 


Scope of Proposed Amendments. 
The amendments which will be proposed 
by these senators provide for the regulation 
by the trade commission of holding com- 


) panies and interlocking directorates and the 


suppression of unfair trade practices. These 
provisions were excluded from the pending 
trade commission bill by the Democratic ma- 
jority of the committee, although Senator 
Robinson of Arkansas, Democrat, had col - 
laborated with Senator Cummins in framing 
a plan designed to eliminate these evils. 

The first of the Cummins-Robinson amend- 
ments which will be offered to the pending 
bill in the senate provides that no corpora- 
tion shall engage in commerce if any of its 
directors is also a director of a competing 
corporation. Under the terms of a proviso, 
however, a corporation may file with the 
trade commission a petition stating that the 
business of the competing corporations hav- 
Ing a common director is not competitive or 
that *‘ substantially competitive conditions 
are not impaired thereby. 

The commission, upon receiving the peti- 
tion, will investigate and determine whether 
the interlocking directorate impairs competi- 
tion between the corporations. Ifthe finding 
be against the petitioning corporation, it 
shall be allowed not more than three months 
to sever itt relations with the competing con- 
cern. In case of failure to comply, the cor- 
poration will be prosecuted, 


Clause on Interlocking Ownership. 

The amendment relating to holding com- 
panies and interlocking stock ownership 
provides that no corporation shall engage in 
commerce if it owns, holds, or controls, di- 
rectly or indirectly, the whole or any part 
of the capital stock or any other means of 
contro] of any other corporation carrying on 
a competitive business.“ 
Another amendment by Senator Cummins 
authorizes the commission to determine 
whether any person or corporation is sell- 
ing “‘ below actual cost for the purpose of 
inflicting injury upon a competitor.” 
The trade commission bill is wholly 
inadequate in the form in which it has been 
reported to the senate,’ said Senator Cum- 
mins today. 1 do not believe that the 
powers of investigation conferred upon the 
body would be abused. The fact is that the 
powers are about the same as those exercised 
by the existing bureau of corporations, and 
I have not heard that that body has abused 
its prerogatives or unduly interfered with 
the affairs of business concerns. 


Not Enough to Do. 
The great fault with the trade commis- 
sion proposed in the pending bill is that it 
would have practically nothing to do. I 
want to see it made an effective body in car- 
rying out the will of the people to eradicate 
monopoly and unlawful combinations. It 
ought to be given power to end the abuses of 
holding companies and interlocking direc- 
torates and interlocking stock control of 
corporations. It also should have power to 
suppress the numerous iniquitous methods 
by which certain corporations are accus- 
tomed to kill off competitors, 
Until the trade commission is made such 
an effective body it will not be worth the 
name. All who desire constructive anti- 
trust legislation ought to support the effort 
that wlll be mede to improve this measure in 
the senate.” 
Other senators are not so eanguine as Sena- 
tor Cummins that the powers of investi- 
gation conferred upon the commission would 
not be abused.

President Emeritus of Harvard As- 
serts Only Hope Lies in Wider 
Breathing Spaces for All.

First National Head Says it Would 
Go as Far as Legal Enact- 
ment Could Go.

SLIGHT ENMITY TO LAW EXPECTED

The clearing house committee hae 


its indorsement of the plan of the city coum- 
cil to regulate private banks in Chicago. It 
asserts that the abuses of private banking 
constitute “a public scandal.” That com- 
mittee is composed of James B. Forgan, 
Ernest A. Hamill, John J. Mitchell, Orson 
Smith, and George M. Reynolds. It held @ 
session yesterday noon, andiater Chairman 
Forgan appeared before the council com- 
mittee. He read a statement, in which he 
sald: 

“ At this meeting I wae authorized to ap- 
pear before you in response to the invitation 
of your chairman, Ald. Hazen, and to inform 
you that, in the opinion of the clearing bouse 
committee, the enactment and enforcement 
of such an ordinance, if such can be done 
legally, would go far—probably as far as 
legal enactment can go—to correct the evils 
and prevent the abuses which have become a 
public scandal in connection with the buail- 
ness of private banking in Chicago. 

“The ordinance is quite comprehensive 
and seems to us to cover all requirements.” 
May Appear Again. 

After recommending a minor amendment, 
which the aldermen readily adopted, the 
statement continues: 

With this change it seems to us that the 
rights of legitimate investment bankers and 
brokers who neither solicit nor receive sav- 
ings deposits are not tnterfered with, while 
the practice of irresponsible parties assum- 
ing the name of bank or banker and solicit- 
ing and receiving such deposits will be pre- 
vented.“ 

The statement also suggested another 
amendment requiring that the capital shall 
not be less than 10 per cent of the deposits re- 
ceived, which the aldermen will probably ap- 
prove. Mr. Forgan promised the committee 
to give them further assistance if they de- 
sire it, and he may be asked to appear agein. 


Favors Private Bankers. 

In speaking orally, Mr. Forgan said that fg 
is probable that the private banks will con- 
tinue to finance large railroad projects and 
advised the aldermen to encourage the loca- 
tion of these large private banks in Chicago. 
He said that New York has a number and 
that some of these had considered a plan of 
placing a branch in Chicago. He intimated 
that these large private banking institutions 
aid materially the financial welfare of a come 
munity. : 

With the expression from the clearing 
house committee the aldermen do not antici- 
pate any substantial opposition to the pro- 
posed ordinance—uniless it come from the 
private bankers. 


Predicts Many New Banks. 
Several of them were present yesterday, 
but they claimed they favored regulation. 
They objected, however, to being required 
to have $50,000 or $75,000 in a partnership. 
John A. Carroll of the Hyde Park State bank 


appeared in opposition to the ordinance. 


“I am not opposed to regulation,” said 
Mr. Carroll. “I want it. I think the regue 
lation is a state function and within a year I 
believe it will assume that duty. City regu- 
lation brings forward another system of 
banks, creates more confusion, and a false 
security. Within two weeks after this ordi- 
nance becomes operative I believe you will 
find fifty or 100 new banks organized.” 


Wants Immigrants Safeguarded, 
Miss Grace Abbott, director of the Imm 
grants Protective league, made a plea for 
the regulation of banks which receive the 
money of foreigners. 

Leon Hornstein, assistant corporation 
counsel, sald that the city is without the 
power to adopt two of Miss Abbott's sugges- 
tions, but that he would prepare an amend- 
ment preventing fake exprese companies 
from operating as a bank. 


IOWA PRIVATE BANK CLOSES. 
Glidden, la., June 8.—[Special.]—The Farm- 
ers’ bank of Glidden, a private institution 
capitalized at $50,000 and having deposits of 
$115,000, closed its doors this morning. 

A threatened run on the bank is given as 
the cause of the suspension. following ru- 
mors that the institution was shaky. David 
Everts, president, issued a statement saying 
that the affairs of the institution would be ad- 
justed at once. He was unable to state what 
the loss will be, but said that it would not be 
heavy. 

Joseph Poder, cashier of the bank. assert- 
ed that there are no irregularities within the 
bank. Competition with another bank in the 
same town forced the private bank to sus- 
pend, he said. He asserted that he believes 
the depositors will not lose any great 
amount

LABOR EXEMPTION O. K. D. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., June 8.—[ Special. j— 
Exemption of labor unions from the jurisdic- 
tion of anti-trust laws was declared a law- 
ful power of a state in a decision rendered 
by the Supreme court today upholding the 
ouster of the International Harvester com- 
pany from Missouri. The court held valid 
the Missouri anti-trust law under which the 
corporation was excluded and fined $25,000. 

The plea of the corporation that its opera- 
tions in the state were of beneficial effect 
was advanced too late, according to the 
court. 

In another case involving the prosecution 
of the Harvester company under the anti- 
trust laws of Kentucky the corporation was 
victorious. The court held the Kentucky 
statute invalid as a glaring example of class 
legislation and discrimination because it ex- 


empted growers of tobacco under condi- 


tions and by methods declared obnoxious 
to the principle of equal protection of the 
laws. 


Labor Exemption Optional.

The 
foundation of our decision is that the pow- 
ers of classification which a legislature may 
exercise demonstrate that some latitude 
must be allowed to the legislative judgment 
in selecting the ‘ basis of community.’ 


Distinctions Not Arbitrary. 


Whether the Missouri statute should 
have set its condemnation on restraints gen- 
erally, prohibiting combined action for any 
purpose and to everybody, or confinel it as 


we have seen is the condition of judicial re- 
view. It is to be remembered that the ques- 
tion presented is of the power of the legis- 
lature, not the policy of the exercise of the 
power. To be able to find fault, therefore, 
with such policy is not to establish the in- 
validity of the law based upon it.“
